Large Centers of Wealth Should Con­ 
tribute to the Improvement 
of Country Roads 


The Dispatch gives publicity to a 
letter from R. C. Dunn, of Princeton, 
in defense of his good roads am end­ 
ment to the state constitution. 


Princeton, Minn., Oct. 21, 12 
Editor D ispa tch: 
There appeared in your weekly is­ 
sue of the 18th instant an article 
on 
“ Those 
Constitutional 
Amend­ 
ments,” by D. C. Henderson, of Niss- 
wa, in which he refers to the Good 
Roads Amendment. 
Among other 
things Mr. Henderson says: “ If this 
fund were to be raised by taxes levied 
on all property the value of which 
was increased by the improved roads 
or bridges I should advocate its pas­ 
sage with all my heart and gladly pay 
ny quota when the improvement came 
my way. 
As now proposed it would 
benefit me financially in common with 
all holders of land titles, but it would 
be at some one else s expense; which 
I am not willing to accept without 
protest.’ 
Roads are not purely local improve­ 
ments. 
Certainly good ro ad s add 
to the value of the adjoining proper­ 
ty, but they are also of benefit to tile 
general public. 
Let me illustrate: 
Supposing Brainerd is the nearest 
market point for the farmers in the 
southeastern part of your county— 
28-43, 29-43, 28-44 and 29-44; 
in 
order to reach Brainerd the farmers 
in these towns are obliged to travel 
across a road running east and west 
hrough the center of township 30-4 4; 
would not the farmers of those four 
southeastern towns be interested in 
the maintenance of a good passable 
road across 30-44? 
Would not the 
farmers across the line in Mille Lacs 
county be also interested in th a t 30- 
44 road if Brainerd was their nearest 
railroad 
town? 
Supposing fu rth er 
that 30-4 4 was sparsely settled and 
th a t several miles of the road in 
question 
was 
througn 
a 
swampy 
country, costly to build an a costly 
to maintain, would it be fair to saddle 
all the cost of building and m ainte­ 
nance upon the struggling farmers of 
30-44? 
Would not a little state aid 
be appreciated by the farmers of that I 
town? 
Mr. Henderson’s second contention 
is devoid of merit. 
If he will read 
the proposed amendment drafted by 
myself, he will perceive t h a t there 
is no reference made as to what a 
county shall be obliged to expend in 
order to get state aid. 
That is where 
tile proposed am endment differs from 
tile present constitutional provision 
which limits the state aid to on*- 
half the cost of constructing or im­ 
proving any road or bridge. 
I had 
in view the interests of the smaller 
counties— counties with a low valu- 
tion I m ean— when I drafted the pro­ 
posed amendment. 
In this age of automobiles people

Dr. Bell is here a w a itin g certain 
developments pertaining to the gov­ 
ernment and while here will exhibit 
his great military aeroplane to the 
public, where they can examine it at 
close range and hear it fully ex­ 
plained by the Doctor himself. 
Many 
of our citizens are availing them­ 
selves of this splendid opportunity 
and are taking their children with 
them to see the mammoth aerial w ar­ 
ship which is now and will remain all 
this week on exhibition in the tent 
located at the corner of 6th and 
Laurel streets. 
So many who have seen the great 
machine have requested the privilege 
of seeing it demonstrated in flight, 
th at the Doctor has consented to fly 
it on Sunday afternoon, if the people 
will contribute enough money to de­ 
fray the necessary expenses which 
will be incurred in doing so. as stated. 
The Doctor wishes to say that, as 
there are so many persons in Brain­ 
erd whose employments or duties will 
not permit of their attendance on any 
other day except Sunday, he selected 
th at day for that reason only. 
The 
exhibition will be conducted in an 
orderly, flu let and dignified manner 
and is intended to be elevating and 
inspiring and not to in any manner 
detract from the sanctity of tile day.

What I have in view 
is to give the farmer a better road 
from Ii is farm to his nearest market 
town. 
T runk line roads will soon 
follow. 
From figures received from the tax 
commission I gather tha t th e real 
and personal property valuation of 
he state this year will exceed $ 1,345,- 
000,000; the real and personal prop­ 
erty valuation of Crow’ Wing county 
is iii round numbers $7,500,000, 
A 
one-mill state road tax would pro­ 
duce a revenue of $1,345,000, which 
would 
rage to each county about 
$ 1 5,ie 
Crow Wing’s share of the 
one-mill tax would be $7,500. 
Now 
wouldn’t two dollars for one be a 
good investment for your county? 
And it might be that some years your 
county would receive the maximum 
amount of three per cent of the fund, 
which would amount to $40,000 and 
upwards. 
I have not the time to deal with 
the other fallacious arguments ad ­ 
vanced by Mr. Henderson, and will 
conclude by saying that if there can 
he no general road improvement save 
at the expense of the adjacent, real 
estate, the prospect of our having a 
system of good roads in this state 
is exceedingly remote. 
My idea is 
that 
the large centers of wealth 
should contribute to the improvement 
of county roads, but Mr. Henderson 
wants the property benefited to stand 
all tho expense. 
There ought not to be a vote in 
Crow Wing county against the Good 
Roads Amendment— the first am end­ 
ment on the pink ballot.
